Mr. Bayard ii determined 
to nuke an effort in tb* senate to fix 
the interest at 3£ per cent., but he will 
certainly fail. 
Thirty-four senators 


voted for 3 per cent., and there were 
eight prirs, making t total of 42 sup- 
porting 3 per cent against 30 who favor 
3£ per cent. Neither of the four ab- 
sentees will be here to vote to-day, u 
Blaine and Carpenter are sick, ind 
Conkling and Sharon are absent from 
the city. There hu been no change of 
sentiment, and, therefore, the 3 per 
cent will be maintained by a majority 
of at leut 12. The discussion of the 
bill promises tn run on until late this 
afternoon. 


Leading members of tbe waya and 


means, appropriations and other influ- 
ential committees of the Home, say 
the funding bill, as it passed the lenate, 
will go through the House without any 
difficulty or delay whatever. 
Undoubt- 


edly some pressure will be brought to 
bear npon tbe President to veto it and 
call an extra session of congress for the 
passage of another funding bill. These 
members of conpress who favor a veto 
do so on the ground that it is a risky 
experiment to try to float a 3 per cent, 
bond, and on the additional ground that 
the section compelling national banks 
to make only the new bonds 'security 
for their circulation it oppressive to 
these banks, and therefore injurious to 
tbe financial stability of the country.

cial Advertiser says legal opposition to 
the consolidation of tbe three telegraph 
companies under the management of 
the Western Union, is said to be likely 
to take a new shape by direct opposing 
action of the French Cable company, in 
addition to that of the Direct Cable 
company. The Western Union people 
say even if the business formerly done 
by the French cable was taken away, 
the company would not thereby be any 
the loser. The three cable companies 
had entered into a pool for the division 
of profits, and had virtually consolidat- 
ed almost similarly to the three tele- 
graph companies in the United States. 
Tba real opposition was against the 
Dew cable company, said to be organiz- 
ing In New Jersey for laying cables to 
all parts of tho world. Messages to 
China pass now through Turkey, and 
the censorship there greatly interferes, 
causing annoying delays. 
The new 


company proposes to remedy this evil. 
But this new company is only in em*- 
bryo, and contracts have been entered 
into with the existing cable companies 
for many years.

farm. 
The tract of land selected by 


Mr. J. Jackson, the tea expert, is part 
of what \e known as the Newington 
lands, and lies about two miles and a 
half southwest of SummerviHe. 
It was 


formally turned over to the government 
by Maj. John C. Minott, representing 
H. A. Middleton, Esq., the lessor, on 
the 26th of last January. 
Since that 


time Mr. Jackson has employed a large 
number of hands, and has worked so 
continuously and vigorously that the 
nursery grounds arc prepared for the 
reception of the tea seed. The soil 
appropriated 
to the 
nursery 
Mr. 


Jackson pronounces to be of the richest 
and finest quality, comparing favorably 
with that of his private farm in Georgia, 
and of the government farms in Mis- 
sissippi and other southern states. The 
seed is expected to arrive to-day or to- 
morrow. It wai shipped aome time 
ago from Calcutta. 
The qualities 


chosen for this farm are the "Asam In- 
digenious," and an Indian "hybrid vari 
ety." The original cost of the seed 
was 125 rupees per mahn, or about t30 
per bushel The first shipment will be 
seventy-five bushels at a cost of about 
$2,000, exc'usive of freight charges and 
incidental expenses. The whole farm 
will be photographed this week, and 
different views taken to show the loca- 
tion and progress of the work. These 
will be transmitted to Washington to 
the commissioner of agriculture and to 
onr representative*, who are expected 
to push forward an additional appropri- 
ation by congress of $5,000 to $20,000 
to meet the estimated cof t of the work.
